The act has real teeth in it, both jail 
sentences and fines being included among the penalties which 


mav be inflicted on its violators. 
The blanket c o d e -recently has claimed chief attention m 
connection with the placing of the law in effect.^ This it should 
be remembered, is temporary and voluntary. 
1 he act calls for 
the formulation of codes by the different industrie 
Because 
of the time required for this to be done, however, he president 
proposed the adoption of a blanket code which would «m »'" 
fective until the individual codes had been approved. 
Formu­ 
lation of the latter, meanwhile, is proceeding. 
It is in connection with enforcement of the individual codes 
that the punitive provisions of the act apply. 
The carrying 
out of these does not rest on voluntary cooperation. 
After a 
trade association code has been submitted and approved by the 
government, members of the association become subject to the 
penalties provided in the industrial act for violation of codes af­ 
fecting interstate or foreign commerce. 
An alleged violator 
may be hailed into federal court, and, if convicted, he is subject 
to a fine of $500 for each offense, with each d.ay that such vio­ 
lation continues being deemed a separate offense. 
Another weapon is provided the government through the 
licensing provision of the act. 
Should any activities destructive 
to the emergency law ’s policy develop in any trade or industry, 
authority is given the president to require every person or con­ 
cern engaged in that particular line to cease operating or obtain 
; a license from the national recovery administration. 
The pen­ 
alty for failure to do this is SS'oo fine or six months’ imprison­ 
ment or both, each day of continued violation here, likewise, be­ 


ing deemed a separate offense. 
Whatever may be the individual or popular feeling toward 
the act as it now stands, it is the law. 
Compliance with it be­ 
comes the duty of all whom it may affect. 
The cooperation 
being given the government by industry in carrying it out is a 
pleasing development. 
It is not a voluntary movement, 
though, as individuals or corporations who may seek to violate it 


will find out.

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WAIT A WHILE 
Now comes a plea that the federal government, as part of its recov­ 
ery program, extend a helping hand to education. 
It is made by Dean William F. Russell of Teachers’ College, Columbia 
university. 
^ 
в 
Dean Russell, speaking before the institute on the Administration of 
Public. Education, advocated that part of the $3,000,000,000 in the public 
works fund be allotted to public schools, state universities and 
other 
phases of the program of general education. 
He urged that the govern­ 
ment “make grants for this purpose at once in almost any form.” 
He held public education to be “of first rank and of first importance” 
among the public works on the program of direct federal subsidy. 
Few will disagree with the dean on the importance of public educa­ 
tion. 
There are other considerations, however, to be taken into account 
in connection with his proposal of direct federal aid to schools. 
Subsidi­ 
zation of education by the federal government would Invite dangers that 
might prove more disastrous than the conditions it sought to cure. 
The 
states have surrendered many of their ordinal functions to the federal 
government but public educaUon is one to which they have wisely clung. 
There is no question but that educational costs generally were far too 
high before the depression’s pinch was begun to be felt. 
Like most in­ 
stitutions supported by public funds, the schools had been invaded by ex­ 
travagance. 
Elimination of some of the uneisentials, cutting of salaries 
and consolidations offered a w^ay out. 
Readjustments along these lines 
^ 
being made. 
If wisely done, they promise to benefit rather than to 
flamage public education. 
There, of course, is the possibility that there might develop an emer­ 
gency of such force as to make necessary the extending of federal as­ 
sistance. 
This point, however, has not been reached nor is it oteervable 
on the horizon. 
Unless and until such a* crises be reached, the matter should be left 
to the states to handle in their own way. 
The federal government has 
enough on its hands already to keep itself busy for quite a while at an 
eventual cost to the public which none now can estimate.

Iniormation coming to the Na­ 
tional Recovery administration in­ 
dicates that in certain sections of 
the 
country, 
trade 
associations, 
which are being established over­ 
night. in their campaign for mem­ 
bership are improperly Informing 
prospective members that they will 
approve their application for a stay 
under the “unavoidable hfirdshlp” 
clause, thus enabling members to 
obtain and display the blue eagle 
pending final decision in Washing­ 
ton. 
This, together with the fact that 
the methods of procedure are still 
not clMu* in the minds of many, has 
prompted the adminlstrvtion heads 
to outline more clearly the way in 
which the blue eagle can be secured. 
The blue eagles, signifying compli­ 
ance with the president’s code, can 
be obtained only in the following 
way, Thomas M. Hammond, execu­ 
tive director of the prMident’s re­ 
employment program, states: 
Methods Outlined. 
A—By signing the president’s re­ 
employment agreement and mailing 
It to the district office of the De­ 
partment of Commerce at Philadel­ 
phia; putting its provisions into op­ 
eration; signing the certificate of 
compliance, and handing it to your 
local postmaster, Who will post your 
name on the honor roll and deliver 
samples of the N. R. A. blue eagle. 
B—If a specific code has been sub­ 
mitted by your Industry and Its wage 
and hour provisions are accepted by 
the deputy administrator, by sign­ 
ing the certificate of ccmipllance 
with this endorsement: 
**To the extent of N. R. A. consent 


as announced, we have complied 
with the president’s agreement by 
conforming with 
the substituted 
provisions of the code sulxnitted for 
th e ---------- trade or Industry.” Prc- 
iscnt this to your postmaster, who 
' will post your name on the honor 
Iroll and deliver the N. R. A. blue 
eagle. 
. 
C—Sign the president’s agreement. 
' Mait it to the district office of the 
'Department of Commerce. 
If you 
find its provisions arc mostly im­ 
possible, then prepare a petition to 
the N. R. A. asking for a stay or 
postponement of those provisions, 
which would produce an “unavoid­ 
able hardship”. 
Submit this peti­ 
tion to the trade association of your 
industry, or if none, to your local 
Chamber of Commerce, or such oth­ 
er commercial organization as can 
properly vouch for the facts. If of­ 
ficially accepted as one of the above, 
add the following to the face of 
yoor certificate: 
“Except i<x those interim provi­ 
sions regarding wages and hours 
which have been approved by the 
trade aesoclatlon "

would defeat the employment alms 
of thé administration will result in 
withdrawal of the “Blue Eagle.” 
“When any employer signs this 
agreement with 
their 
president” 
Johnson said, referring to the retail 
store agreement recently concluded, 
“no one could conceivably set about 
staggering employees’ hours, enforc­ 
ing rest periods, and increasing 
lunch time without pay, or either 
directly or indirectly conspire to de­ 
feat the very purpose of the agree­ 
ment by materially sortenir^ the 
number of hours which the stores 
had customarily stayed open.” 
Johnson’s statement was prompted 
by a widespread misunderstanding 
regarding the number of hours re­ 
tail stores should remain open. 
The retail storçs agreement prom­ 
ised that the hours a store would 
remain open would not be reduced 
below 52 in any one week, unless the 
stores customarily maintain a short­ 
er week. 
In the latter case they 
were not to reduce their hours at 
all. 
“It is evident that the longer a 
store remains open each week at the 
shorter number * of hours each em­ 
ployee works, the greater will be the 
number who will be employed,” 
Johnson said.

had before it a stem warning not 
to violate these easy agreements. 
Formaticm of a policy board to 
recommend easements in the terms 
of the president’s l^nket code, so 
that firms might readily adai^ their 
operatlcMis to conform to its aims, 
has drawn in numerous additional 
concerns. 
Speedier AgreemenUi 
It has become apparent that the 
administrator is subordinating pro­ 
ceedings on permanent codes in fav­ 
or of speedier and less complicated 
modified agreements permitted un­ 
der the president’s blanket appeal. 
This is seen in the case of the oil 
industry, as well as in lesse fields. 
With time growing short it is evi­ 
dent that everyone from the presi­ 
dent down, is anxious to see every 
major phase of business and indus­ 
try under some form of agreement 
which wiU iH-oduce maximum reem­ 
ployment before winter. 
While pc^cing is left largely to 
each 8ignat<H*y group, there is def­ 
inite lndicati(m that 
sh(ut 
shift 
awaits any such group taking ad­ 
vantage of the liberalized terms and 
’’chiseling” on the benefits conferred 
by code authorizations. 
Developments were: 
1. Johnscm delivered an ultima­ 
tum to retail stores to observe the 
presidential agreement recently con- 
cluded by their respective retail as­ 
sociations; not to shorten hours so 
as to av<^d employing extra help, <»* 
to surrounder their blue eagle in­ 
signia. 
2. The 
government sought 
a 
short cut in the oil controversy by 
offering a modified code covering 
only hours and wages, which have 
been unanimously approved, so that 
companies desiring to do so could 
sign this modified agreement, with­ 
out waiting for settlement Oif ihe 
major Issues. 
Hearings Deferred 
These are involved in the com- 


poeite code on which the industry 
is split, and on which hearings have 
been deferred. 
This virtually pro­ 
vides two codes for the oil indus- 
trj-__one a composite code covering 
fair trade practices now in dispute, 
and second, 
the 
present 
short 
agreement on wages and hour. 
3. Hearings were launched on a 
quartet of widely varied codes, in- 
Ivc^ving hours and wages of thous­ 
ands of workeni throughout tl№ 
United States. 
These Include the 
codes of the theatrical world, exclu­ 
sive of the motion picture industry; 
the hosiery industi^, knitting ma­ 
chinery, and underwar manufac- 
Uirers, with affiUated groups. 
Among Uiose accepting the offer 
Ы modified agreements is the re­ 
tail jewelry association which sub- 
mitted such a code and has been in- 
fotmed Ы its apiHOval. 
It becomes 
effective immediately. 
It wül govern the organization un­ 
til a permanent code can be adopt­ 
ed. 
'Ilie imesent agreement pro­ 
vides that all except skilled crafts­ 
men, such as engravers, shall work 
40 hours, at minimum wages from 
$11 per week in smaller towns to 
$14 in clUes of 500,000 and over. A 
differential of $l between north and 
south is provided. 
Outside workers 
such as deliverymen, ihalntenance 
workers, and outside salesmen may 
be employed 48 hours per week, with 
overtime pay. 
Modified Agreement 
^oposed codes were submitted by 
the (H>tical industry, and hat man­ 
ufacturers, cm which hearings have 
been scheduled August 17, the opti­ 
cal industry already is operating un­ 
der a modified agreement, and now 
prcHJOses a 40 hour week except for 
seasonal employees, and minimums 
Of 40 cents per hour for most work­ 
ers, 32% cents for a lesser number 
and 25 cents per hour for boys and 
messengers. 
The c^tical code is expected to 
provide reemi^oyment for between 
750 and 1,000 workers, or virtually 
all those , laid off since the slump. 
A ban cm child labor, a 35 hour 
week for all except

crews, cH;her technical worlœre, sup­ 
ervisory and professional employees, 
is contained in the code for hat 
manufacturers. Machine c^Mration 
also is limited to 35 hours per week.

(International News Service) 
WASHINOTON, Aug. 10.—Thir­ 
teen years oi enforcement of the 
pt^ibition law by a separate bureau 
of the government came to m end 
today. 
The prc^biticm bureau expired. 
Many felt that real enfcH'cement 
of the Volstead Act went by the 
board lU; tJie same time. 
Division Absorbed. 
An executive order created the 
divisicm of investigation of the de­ 
partment Gt Justice. This divisicm 
absorbed the prohibition, investiga- 
ticm and Identification bureaus. 
Thirteen hundred emplc^es erf the 
prohibiticm bureau were furloughed 
July 1, while a considerable addi­ 
tional number will be dropped with­ 
in a few days. It was expected that 
not more than 2.000 of the total 
perscmnel of 4,000 would be retained. 
Half of those to remain in the Jus­ 
tice department will be prohibition 
enfcmcement agents. 
Officials said that Attorney Gen­ 
eral Cummings would cbntinue to 
direct his skeleton force of agents 
against the liquor traffic, hut ad­ 
mitted that under the new lineup 
the government is powerless to 
with the illicit business. Even with 
the larger fcarce the bootleggers 
Irfied a tremendous and p*ofitable 
business. What they can do under 
the smaller force can be left to the 
imagination.

Lawrence county 
commissioners 
are in hearty sympathy with the 
announcement by Governor 
Pin­ 
chot that he will not stand for hold­ 
ups on the part of property owners 
along new roads. He has directed 
that in all new projects now ^Ing 
underta^n, damage claims 
must 
determii# very largely wh«*e the 
roads are to be improved. Plans will 
be abandoned entirely 
at 
places 
where persistent efforts are made to 
force the payment of exhorbitant 
claims for imaginary damages. 
This does not mean that the prop­ 
erty owners are expected to assume 
any actual loss by reason of road 
construction. A fair amount of dam­ 
age will be paid. One of the difficult 
problems which Lawrence 
county 
has had to face in the past has been 
to determine what is a fair amount 
of damages. 
Usually the property owner who 
is seeking dàmages has a lot of his 
friends and neighbors come to testi­ 
fy before the viewers. Naturally they 
are more friendly to the interests of 
their neighbor than to the county 
in fixing the amount which they be­ 
lieve their neighbor àhould receive. 
The county finds it hard to secure 
witnesses in such cases, as persons 
in the vicinity of the damaged per­ 
son, do not like to be called as wit­ 
nesses against their neighbor. 
An effort was recently made to 
have the state assume all damage 
claims on improved roads, but this 
failed, so that it is now up to the 
different counties to pay 
claims. 
Governor Pinchot says that the value 
of property is raised in most cases 
by the building of a road, but the 
property owner is not asked to pay 
for the enhanced value. “It Is only 
fair,”, therefore, he says, “to ask that 
property owners waivfe minor claims 
for damages.”

A player should never do any­ 
thing about his swing that might 
cause him to strike the ball with 
a closed face— that is with the 
face of his clubhead turned for­ 
ward of its natural position. Such 
a position of the clubface at the 
moment of impact cannot possibly 
afford a truly successful shot. 
Every effort should be made to 
strike the ball with the clubface 
in a natural or an open position, 
then all of the force of the swing 
will be projected into the flight 
of the ball. 
Closing the clubface in address­ 
ing the ball positively encourages 
a similar position of the clubface 
at the moment of impact. 
This practice may make you 
feel that you're getting better re­ 
sults for a while, but in time it'll 
ruin ynur game.

Bonds which will replace them are 
being printed at ttie bureau of print­ 
ing and engraving at Washington. 
Ttiey will be ready in about three 
weeks. 
A large number of mortgage hold­ 
ers have already indicated their will­ 
ingness to accept the bcmds in {dace 
of their mortgage. 
One feature which will staWliae 
bond values is that they may be used 
b:* the debtor In paying off the face 
of his mortgage obligation to the 
government.
